Student  Journalists 
Hear  Editor  Moore 

The  younger  generation  must 
cultivate  dependability  if  it  ex¬ 
pects  to  be  successful  in  journa¬ 
lism  or  in  any  other  field,  Editor 
Jere  N.  Moore,  of  the  Union  Re¬ 
corder,  told  journalism  students  at 
the  Georgia  State  College  for 
Women  Friday,  as  he  spoke  in 
observation  of  National  News¬ 
paper  Week. 

There  is  a  big  fieltjHn  newspa¬ 
per  and  radio  journalism,  Editor 
Moore  told  the  young  journalists, 
but  success  will  not  come  to  those 
who  work  at  a  job  today  and  don’t 
show  up  tomorrow. 

“Stickability,  accuracy,  and  the 
ability  to  recognize  what  is  news 
are  three  main  essentials  for  the 
young  persons  who  wants  to  go 
into  the  field  of  news,”  Mr.  Moore 
said.  He  impressed  upon  his  hear¬ 
ers  the  importance  of  names  in 
news. 

Though  radio  opens  up  ap  ex¬ 
tensive  new  field  for  the  talents  of 
the  coming  generation  of  news 
gathers,  radio  will  always  supple¬ 
ment  and  never  supplant  news¬ 
papers,  Mr.  Moore  believes. 

The  modern  practice  of  editors 
in  leaving  for  columnists  the  “per¬ 
sonal  journalism”  of  the  editorial 
page  is  not  a  commendable  pro¬ 
cedure”,  Mr.  Moore  commented. 
Though  the  old  days  of  personaliz¬ 
ed  journalism  have  disappeared 
as  metropolitan  papers  became  big 
business,  an  editor  does  well  to 
have  his  own  personal  column  on 
the  editorial  page,  ( and  reinforce 
the  regular  editorals  with  his  own 
opinions. 

“I  was  glad  to  see  that  Wright 
Bryan  on  the  Journal  has  begun 
his  own  personal  column  on  the

Dr.  Little  Likes  Teaching  Girls 
Despite  Former  Declaration 

"No!  Not  to  a  girls'  school!" — That's  what  he  answered 
when  asked  to  come  to  GSCW  in  1934,  but  he  changed  his 
mind  and  October,  1945,  Dr.  Little  says,  "I  wouldn't  swap  jobs 
with  anyone  now." 


If  you’ve  been  reading  the 
daily  papers  lately,  you  know 
about  the  numerous  commenda¬ 
tions  he  has  received  from  the 
Air  Force  generals  and  colonels. 
From  April,  1944,  to  September, 
1945,  he  served  as  Operations 
Analyst  with  the  Army  Air  Force 
here  and  overseas — four  months 
in  the  Marianna  Islands,  two 
months  in  the  Caribbean  Area, 
and  the  remainder  of  18  months 
at  various  bases  in  the  United

States.  His  commanding  officers 
agree  on  something  that  GSCW 
has  known  for  many  years— that 
what  Dr.  Little  does,  he  does  ex¬ 
ceptionally  well. 

Dr.  Little,  who  was  the  oldest 
of  eight  children,  had  lived  in 
three  states  (Arkansas,  Oklaho¬ 
ma  and  Arizona)  by  the  time  he 
was  seven.  He  graduated  from 
high  school  at  15,  and  attended 
Hendrix  College  at  Conway,  Ark¬ 
ansas,  He  played  baseball,  foot¬ 
ball,  and  basketball,  was  editor 


of  the  newspaper,  president  of 
the  student  body,  member  of  the 
college  debate,  and  even  had 
some  stories  and  poems  publish¬ 
ed. 

He  tells  us  he  was  very  timid 
in  high  school  and  college,  and 
sometimes  he  is  still  bothered 
along  that  line.  He  says  he  was 
very  bashful,  especially  where 
girls  were  concerned,  and  did  not 
have  many  dates.  However, 
when  he  was  about  18,  he  bad  a 
blind  date  with  a  girl  he  found 
he  did  not  like  at  all.  Two  years 
later,  she  became  Mrs.  Little. 

World  War  I  interrupted  his 
education,  but  after  the  war,  he 
returned  to  college  and  received 
his  Afi  degree  in  1919,  as  the 
youngest  member  of  the  class. 
After  teaching  and  a  few  years  in 
business,  he  got  his  MA  degree 
from  Peabody. 

From  1929  to  1933  he  was  Di¬ 
rector  of  School  Admlnstration  in 
the  Arkansas  Department  of  Ed.  i 
ucation.  He  added  the  “Dr.”  to 
his  name  at  Columbia  University 
in  1934.  It  was  there  he  was 
asked  to  come  to  GSCW,  and  af¬ 
ter  some  persuasion,  he  accepted. 
He  has  been  with  us  since  that 
time,  but  with  a  few  "minor”  in¬ 
terruptions.  His  positions  here 
are  entitled  Chairman  of  Aca¬ 
demic  Division  of  Teacher  Educa¬ 
tion,  Head  of  the  Education  De¬ 
partment,  and  Director  of  the 
Placement  Bureau.  He  has  work¬ 
ed  with  the  President’s  Advisory 
Committee  on  Education  all  over 
the  nation,  has  made  school  sur¬ 
vey*  in  many  states,  had  about  10 
book:;  published,  and  has  made 
talks  in  all  sections  of  the  nation 
to  all  kinds  of  audiences.
